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THE LAZAREV INSTITUTE MEDAL 


The Lazarev Institute of Oriental Languages was founded in 
Moscow in 1815 as the private Lazarev (Lazarian) Armenian Schoal 
supported by the wealthy Lazarev family. 


The Lazarevs were a family of the dvoriantstvo (nobility or 
gentry) that played a significant role in the history of the 
Armenian movements in the latter half of the 18th century and 
the first half of the 19th century, as well as in the incorpo- 
ration of Eastern Armenia with Russia. 


The earliest Lazarev connected with Russia was Lazar 
Nazarovich Lazarev, who migrated in 1714 from Isfahan in Iran 
where he and his ancestors had held high government posts. 
With their vast wealth, the Lazarev family bought and built 
factories in various provinces and engaged in silk and paper 
production. 


In 1774, the Lazarevs received the rights of the hereditary 
Russian dvorianstvo and began to make their land holdings larger, 
buying estates in Perm', mining complexes, and salt mines. 


Of Lazgar' Lazarev's sons, the oldest and most outstanding, 
Ivan (Ovanes) (1735-1801), was an important state personage at 
the Russian imperial court who played a prominent part in the 
development and strengthening of friendly relations between the 
Armenian and Russian peoples. In addition he aided thousands 
of Armenians to resettle in Russia and helped found the cities 
of Gregoriopol and Novyi Nakhichevan. 


It was the second son, Joachim (Ekim) who founded the 
school referred to above. In 1827 the school was officially 
designated an institute and placed under the supervision of the 
Ministry of Public Education. The institute had its own print- 
ing press which was operational in 1829. However, until 1848, 
it remained in fact a Gymnasium offering instruction in Armenian, 
Persian, Turkish, and Arabic. From 1848 to 1871, it was lyceum 
offering instruction in oriental languages in the upper grades. 
Besides preparation for university and training teachers for Ar- 
menian schools, the institute offered training for civil serv- 
ants and for translators of Oriental languages. For these pur- 
poses, the government introduced supplementary government pay- 
ments and an expansion of the program. According to its 1872 
regulations, the institute consisted of two educational insti- 
tutions: the Gymnasium and special classes with a three-year 
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course in Arabic, Persian, Turkish and the history, languages 
and culture of Transcaucasia. The institute published the Emin 
Ethnographical Anthology (six issues) and Papers In Oriental 
Studies (1899-1917) in its own printshop. 


By a decree of the Council of Peoples' Commissars of the 
RSFSR 11919); the institute was renamed the Armenian Institute, 
then the Southwest Asian Institute, in 1920 the Central Insti- 
tute of Living Oriental Languages, and in 1921, the Moscow Ori- 
ental Institute. The roster of the Institute's graduates reads 
like a Who's Who of leading Orientalists and linguists. One 
name that comes to mind immediately is the American Roman Jak- 
obson, linguist and literary historian. Another is the Soviet 
Sinologist, N. T. Federenko. It is possible that this paper 
may be read by a graduate of the Institute and awaken old memo- 
ries. 


Included among the treasures of the Grand Duke George 
Mikhailovich's collection, now forming part of the National 
Numismatic Collections o the Smithsonian Institution, presently 
housed in the Museum of American History, is a thick (6 mn. 
silver medal, 55 mm. in diameter, weighing 63.46 grams. (1) 
This beautifully patinated piece is the prize medal (Plate I) 
of the Lazarev Institute of Oriental Languages in Moscow. (2)

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THE MEGERDICH SANASARIAN MEDAL 


"You our ancient Sanasarian 

Native temple of our mind 

Still erect on your foundation 

Yet now fallen in the hands of our foe." 
-Yeranouhi (Mamjian) Manoogian

Late into the eighteenth century, the education of Turkish 
Armenians was provided mainly by monastery schools where young 
people were taught religion, history, literature, and science, 
or by Nie bits (nursery school) tutors who taught boys and girls 
to read and write. 


The Armenian people of Garin (Erzurum), no longer satisfied 
with this system, began to establish their own modern schools in 
an attempt to keep up with what was happening in the field of 
European education. Buildings were donated or erected by wealthy 
individuals and made into kindergardens and secondary schools. 
One of the most important of these, "indeed, the crown and glory 
of the Armenian schools of Garin and Upper Armenia," (2) was the 
Sanasarian secondary school, named for the man whose generosity 
made it possible, Mégérdich S. Sanasarian. 


Sanasarian, a resident of St. Petersbourg, was born in Tif- 
lis in 1818 into an Armenian family of Van. About a decade be- 
fore his death in 1890, Sanasarian decided to set up a training 
center for Armenian youth and with his friend Garabed Yezyants‘, 
made a detailed plan to achieve this goal. 


Even before selecting a site for the future school, the

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two men sent a group of young men from the Caucasus and Turkish 
Armenia to European universities for training with the under+ 
standing that they would staff the Sanasarian school on their 
return. 


Meanwhile Primate Maghak‘ia Ormanian who had learned of the 
intentions of the two men was successful in persuading them to 
establish their school in Garin. The Magarian building of Gana 
Jampa was selected for the school which opened its doors on Oc- 
tober 1, 1881. Over the years the student body grew by drawing 
upon the children of Garin and its surrounding villages as well 
as further away places like Pasan, Tertjan, Yerzénga, Agén, 
Dikranagerd, Kharpert, Tiflis, and Constantinople. Students 
learned religion and religious history, classic and modern Ar- 
menian languages and literature, Turkish, French, German, al- 
gebra, geometry, trigonometry, accounting, Armenian and Ottoman 
as well as international history, geography, physics, chemistry, 
botany, zoology, anthropology, geology, penmanship, drawing, 
Ottoman jurisprudence, hygiene, Swedish and regular exercise 
athletics, ice skating, singing, instrumental music, and harmony. 


In 1909-10, a normal school was added. It should be of in- 
terest to collectors to know that-the school had a museum which 
contained a rich collection of*ancient weaponry, armor, and other 
objects including botanical, zoological, and mineralogical spec- 
imens. Today this collection is dispersed. In addition there 
was a fine collection of books and manuscripts. (3) 


As enrollment increased (4) more space was needed so that 
the school moved to the old Hérip‘simian school where it served 
until it was closed by the government in 1915 with the outbreak 
of World War I. Later the buildings were confiscated and turned 
into a military hospital. Today they are. used for a Turkish 
school named Yap*i Inst“itSusi. 


At the present time, Sanasarian graduates and children and 
grandchildren of these graduates make their homes in the United 
States, especially in Boston, New York, Los Angeles, Fresno, and 
San Francisco. 


Included in the Grand Duke Mikhailovich's collection which 
is now part of the National Numismatic Collections in the Museum’ 
of American History of the Smithsonian Institution is a silver 
Armenian medal issued in honor of Megerdich Sanasarian. 


The 
medal weighs 42.23 grams, and has a diameter of 42 mm. (Plate I)
